. ^  think  you  might  like  to  know  how  your  former 

foreign  student  is  doing  these  days.  For  the  past  year  1  have 
been  studying  toward  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  An¬ 
atomy  at  St.  Louis  University  ( School  of  Medicine ),  which 
I  shall  receive  this  June. 

My  research  for  the  thesis  is  an  experimental  study  of 
the  histopathological  chaiiges  of  the  nervous  system  of 
hypei  vitaminotic  A  rats.  Part  of  the  work  was  supported 
by  the  National  Vitamins  Foundation,  and  I  was  under  a 
fellowship.  Because  a  part  of  this  work  has  not  been  demon¬ 
strated  before  and  the  result  was  dramatic,  my  paper  was 
presented  to  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  An¬ 
atomists  in  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  Philadelphia, 
and  again  to  the  federation  meeting  of  the  American  Chem¬ 
ical  Society  in  Los  Angeles.  The  abstract  was  printed  in  the 
Anatomical  Record,  Vol.  121,  p.  428,  for  the  former  meeting, 
and  in  the  Federation  Proceedings  for  the  latter  meeting 
( May  1955  issue). 

Last  month  I  received  a  formal  acceptance  from  the 
School  of  Medicine,  Creighton  University,  to  study  for  the 
M.D.  degree  beginning  Sept.  1955.  It  might  take  me  only 
three  years  for  that  degree  ...  I  don’t  know  where  1  will 
get  the  finances  to  get  through  medical  school,  for  at  least 
the  first  two  years  ...  I  wonder  if  you  know  anyone  or  any 
organization  which  will  lend  money  to  poor  medical  students, 
to  be  paid  back  after  graduation.  I  understand  that  some 
doctors  will  do  that,  but  1  don’t  know  any  well  enough  to 
make  a  loan.

You  ought  to  see  their 
forests  here.  They’re  beautiful. 

While  up  in  northern  Germany,  Protestantism  reigns 
supreme ;  southern  Germany  is  predominantly  Catholic.  These 
German  Catholics  have  a  faith  in  Almighty  God  unmatched 
by  any  American  Catholic  .  .  . 

My  new  tank  is  20  feet  long,  11  feet  wide,  and  11  feet 
tall.  She  weighs  50  tons  and  can  travel  40  miles  per  hour.  I 
personally  supervised  the  firing  of  her  90  mm.  gun  the  other 
day.  The  gun  recoils  12  to  14  inches,  and  when  she  fires  the 
whole  vehicle  rocks.  So  far  ive  have  lost  only  one  man  this 
season.  He  got  the  brainy  idea  of  watching  the  recoil  from 
a  rearward  position.  .  .  . 

I’ll  close  for  now,  because  I  just  got  a  three-day  pass 
and  intend  to  go  to  Essen  to  visit  some  relatives  I’ve  never 
seen  before.

. A  lot  of  time  has  whistled  by  since  the  class  of  1942 

stomped  down  the  aisle  to  pick  up  a  sheet  of  paper  and  then 
go  marching  off  to  a  war  or  two.  To  date  I’ve  cut  no  great 
swathe  in  the  world,  but  I’ve  finally  settled  down  in  a  small 
town  where,  in  time ,  I  hope  to  make  my  mark,  insignificant 
though  it  may  be. 

I’ve  dipped  my  gnarled  mitt  into  quite  a  few  modes 
of  human  endeavor  since  slipping  off  the  graduation  robes. 
If  you’re  interested.  I’ll  give  you  the  briefest  of  resumes. 

I  waved  the  flag  for  Uncle  Sam  from  1943  to  1946, 
spending  part  of  that  time  in  the  Mariannas  campaign.  Then 
1  entered  the  University  of  Florida,  working  my  way  through 
a  Master’s  in  English  Literature  and  the  better  part  of  my 
way  through  a  Ph.D.  in  the  same  area  ( everything  except 
finishing  my  dissertation) .  Who  should  come  along  again 
then  but  Uncle  Sugar!  I  got  the  Master’s  in  June  1948, 
teaching  many  illiterate  college  freshmen  the  in’s  and  out’s 
of  Grammar  and  Composition  and  working  on  the  degree 
over  a  two-year  period.

Unless  my  classmates  come  down  here  to  see  me,  I 
doubt  very  seriously  that  I  shall  see  any  of  them  before  our 
20 th  anniversary  in  1962.  Meantime,  I’ll  continue  to  spend 
many  nostalgic  moments  re-living  those  four  years  we  all 
spent  together. 

I’ve  got  a  daughter,  age  10  or  11,  I’ve  forgotten  which — 
I  don’t  see  her  very  often,  you  know  .  .  .  just  when  she 
comes  in  to  clean  up  the  shop  .  .  .

Alumni  Support  Hits  All-Time  High 

(From  the  “College  and  University  Bulletin,”  May  1,  1955) 

A  record  total  of  $21,619,035  was  contributed  in 
1954  by  791,008  alumni  to  the  support  of  352  institutions. 
This  represents  a  gain  of  $5,000,000  over  comparable 
figures  for  1953  as  reported  by  the  1954  Alumni  Fund 
Survey  published  by  the  American  Alumni  Council. 

Aside  from  the  response  to  solicitations  for  annual 
alumni  gifts,  an  additional  $40,066,363  came  to  the  insti¬ 
tutions  from  alumni  in  the  form  of  gifts  and  bequests  that 
were  not  credited  to  the  annual  alumni  funds. 

Top  honors  in  the  amount  and  number  of  alumni 
contributions  on  the  Honor  Rolls  of  1954  Alumni  Funds 
established  by  the  American  Alumni  Council  were  taken 
by  Harvard  U niversity  with  $1,233,448  being  contributed 
by  30,402  alumni. 

Princeton  upset  Dartmouth  for  the  first  time  in  their 
keen  competition  for  the  distinction  of  showing  the  high¬ 
est  percentage  of  alumni  contributing  to  the  fund. 

The  fourth  honor  roll,  established  this  year  for  the 
first  time,  found  Wesleyan  University  leading  in  total 
percentage  of  Alumni  Giving  to  the  Institutions  with 
$7,030,291.
